CAPITAL LEVY IS REJECTED 


On the Critical Vote to Increase the 
Circulation, the Chamber 
Divides 328 to 119. 


PARIS, June 27 ¢(®)).—The Chamber 
of Deputies adopted the financial pro- 
posals of Finance Minister Caillaux this 
morning. It passed Article II, increas- 
ing the paper circulation by 6,000,000,000 
francs, by a vote of 328 to 119. 

The vote on the bill as a whole was 
330 to 34, showing that many of the 
Deputies, particularly the Socialists, 
abstained from voting. 

Article III of the bill, authorizing 
a gold basis loan in exchange for na- 
tional defense bonds, was passed by a 
vote of 873 to 36, and the remaining 
articles were adopted by a show of 
hands. 

The vote on Article II was looked 
upon as the crucial one, and this was 
passed. It was certain that the deputies 
would take favorable action on the 
measure as a whole.

PARIS, Saturday, June 27.—Finance 
Minister Callaux introduced in the 
Chamber yesterday (Friday) afternoon 
the long-awaited bill for rellef of the 
situation of the Treasury and for making 
a beginning of the consolidation of the 
floating debt. 

In brief his proposals are as outlined 
yesterday: A limited increase in circu- 
lation by 6,000,000,000 francs wherewith 
to meet immediate calls on the Treasury 
due to maturity of defense and Treasury 
bonds during the next six months and 
for consolidation of the remaining bonds 
into a new issue to which bondholders 
only will be allowed to subscribe, the 
interest rate to be lower than the exist- 
ing rates but with the inducement that 
the bonds will be paid at the gold rate. 

During the discussion of the project 
in an all-night session of the Chamber 
it was evident the Opposition had no 
intention to launch a heavy attack 
against the measure. Such criticism as | 
developed was purely perfunctory and 
not calculated to block adoption. 

M. Caillaux himself, confident of vic- 
tory, defended the project in a brief, 
decisive speech which won him an ova- | 
tion from the Centre and Cartel gréups. 

“This is no time for sensational meas- 
ures,”’ said M. Caillaux. ‘‘We’re resting 
within the limits of normal, natural 
procedure which, however, does not ex- | 
clude audacity. But audacity requires 
confidence, and I am fully confident the 
country, eager to recuperate and extri- | 
cate itself from the morass and re-| 
establish itself, will respond to the ap- | 
peal made to it by the Government.”’ |

COOLIDGE OPPOSES 
CUTTING THE TARIFF 


Denounces Briton’s Proposal at 
Brussels as a Move to Have 
Us Pay the Reparations. 








NO CURTAILING OF INDUSTRY 


Vice President Dawes Calls on 
Him—Mrs. Coolidge Shops 
in Ten-Cent Store.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., June 26.— 
President Coolidge in his first press 
conference at the Summer White House 
today repulsed the suggestion of Sir 
Josiah Stamp before the cohgress of the 
International Chamber of Commerce in 
Brussels that the United States in com- 
mon with other nations should curtail 
production and lower tariff walls to en- 
able Germany to pay reparations. 

In the most vigorous language he has 
used in discussing this international 
question Mr. Coolidge’s ‘position was 
set forth unmistakably. His attitude is 
thf the people of the United States 
would not undertake a plan or be a 
party to one that would result in mak- 
ing this country pay the reparations or 
cancel the debts owing to it. 

Standing on the lawn of White Court, 
in the sound of the breakers, the Presi- 
dent frankly explained his position rela- 
tive to reparations and the cancellation 
of the debt. He was brief, emphatic 
ard almost blunt in what he said. At 
the same time he wished the world to 
know that the United States would bear 
its share in helping to restore the eco- 
nomic condition of European countries,

CHICAGO, June 26.—William D. 
Shepherd was acquitted of the charge 
of murdering his wife’s ward, William 
Nelson McClintock, tonight amid ex- 
traordinary scenes of confusion and dis- 
regard of the usual courtroom conven- 
tions. 

Flashlights boomed and flared almost 
in his face as he stood drooping on the 
arm of his attorney. The smoke was so 
dense that his figure could hardly be 
seen, while the words of the clerk read- 
ing the verdict could hardly be heard. 

Women cowered in terror as the heat 
of the flashes hit their cheeks and the 
backs of their necks, and cried out as 
photographers leaped over tables and 
chairs, holding thelr*cameras and flash- 
light apparatus high in the air and 
shooting almost as they jumped. 

The room was a turmoil of jumping, | 
rushing figures, crying out directions 
and telling persons to get out of the 
way, while Judge Thomas J. Lynch, as 
tho bailiffs rapped feebly for order, 
laughed merrily at the disorder beneath 
Ldm. 

The verdict was known many minutes 
before the jury came in, and one eve- 
ning paper was on the street in front 
of the Criminal ‘Court bullding with the 
news before thesjury entered the room. 
The jurymen had’ been out since 4:37 
o'clock in the afternoon, and their delay 
had strained the nerves of every one 
connécted with the case, for it had been 
assuméd that there would be a quick 
acquittal. 

When the three heavy raps sounded 
on the door of the jury room at 10:15 
P. M. the court was filled with people, 
standing or sprawling on tables and 
chairs,- smoking and chatting. The 
floor was covered with newspapers and 
the remains of lunches,

after ten minutes of pushing and herd- |

FIRE WRECKS CHURCH 
IN UPPER BROADWAY 


Six Firemen Hurt Fighting Blaze 
in Building of Christ Epis- 
copal Congregation. 


STAINED WINDOWS BROKEN 


Flames Sweep Through the 
Pews and Destroy Altar—Heavy 
Traffic Held Up for an Hour. 


Christ Episcopal Church, at Broadway 
and Seventy-first Street, the second old- 
est Episcopal congregation on Manhat- 
tan, was virtually wrecked by fire yes- 
terday afternoon. Six firemen were in- 
jured and three alarms were sent in 
when the flames, mounting high above 
the roof, menaced some of the other 
buildings in the vicinity. 

The first alarm was turned in at 5:20 
o’clock, when the home-going rush was 
under way, and for about an hour ve- 
hicular traffic and surfage car lines on 
Broadway were tied up. So. 
crowd that reserves from 
ty-seventh Street, the West 
Street and the 100th Street. Stations 
were called out under Deputy Chief In- 
spector William J. McGrath and Acting 
Captain John Hanill. Dense smoke 
filled the neighborhood and the fire 
fighting was hampered by piles of build- 
ing material in front of the church. 

The cause of the fire was not deter- 
mined, but it was believed that it had 
probably been smoldering under the 
tile-covered gable roof since early yes- 
terday morning. Six months ago Christ 
Church leased its Broadway frontage 
for the erection of an eight-story office 
and store building. This neceszitated 
practically cutting the building in half 
and at the Broadway end the business 
building is being constructed. The steel 
framework is in place and workmen are 
engaged in altering the church structure 
to meet the changed conditions,

Some Members of Consolidated 
Exchange Accused of Failure 
to Use Transfer Stamps.

The Internal Revenue Bureau of the 
Treasury Department. has launched a 
searching investigation, it was learned 
yesterday, to determine whether the 
Federal Government has lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in the last two 
years through the failure of some mem- 
bers of the Consolidated Stock Exchange 
to place tax stamps on stock transfers 
as required by law. 

According to one report the alleged 
non-payment of tax by some Consoli- 
dated brokers was called directly to the 
attentjon of President Coolidge. Wash- 
ington, however, doubted it. Agents of 
the bureau filed q preliminary report 
on Wednesday and returned to this city 
to continue their inquiry. 

A second investigation, by the New}; 
York State Tax Commission, into re- 
ports that the New York tax has been 
disregarded in the same manner as the 
Federal revenue statutes, is being held| 
back pending the completion of the | 
Treasury investigation. A copy of the 
Federal] agents’ findings will be sup- 
plied to State Tax Commissioner John 
F. Gilchrist. If the findings warrant it, 
the State will look into thé alleged fail- 
ure to meet its tax requirements. 

Thomas B. Maloney, President of the 
Consolidated Exchange, was- informed 
last night at his home ;on*Long Island | 
that Washington had confirmed, thefact 
of an. investigation against individual 
members of the Exchange.

HALF HOUR AFTER LEGISLATURE PASSES IT 
SPECIAL SESSION ENDS WITH HOT DEBATE 


VETO MESSAGE IS. CAUSTIC 


Governor Says Bill Was 
Passed to Suit Wealthy 
Long Islanders. 


DECLARES DEAL WAS MADE 


Says 3 Commissions Were Ex- 
empted From Land Board 
Authority to Get Votes. 


SEES ULTIMATE VICTORY 


He Insists Measure Puts Poli- 
tics, Delay and Improper In- 
fluences Into Park Program.

ALBANY, June 26.—Determination to 
stick to the principle of refusing to 
permit an ‘“‘obsolete political agency’’ 
like the Land Board to be placed over 
the State park authorities in the acquisi- 
tion of land for State parks and park- 
ways was expressed tonight by Gov- 
ernor Smith in his veto of the Thayer 
bill, 

The Governor declared that while one 
objectionable feature of the Thayer bill, 
which he vetoed at the regular session, 
had been removed in that the provision 
to permit the Attorney General to draw 
out park funds at will to build up title | 
and legal. bureaus without the consent 
of the park authorities had been elimi- 
nated, the major objection, the sub- 
jection of the park authorities to the 
Land Board in the purchase of land and 
in all condemnations and applications, 
still remained. 

Text of the Veto Message. 

The text of the vetd méssdge is as fol- 
lows: 

MEMORANDUM FILED WITH 
SENATE BILL, INTRODUCTORY 
NUMBER 1, PRINTED NUMBER 4, 
ENTITLED: 

‘An act making appropriation for 
the extension and improvement of ex- 
isting State parks and the establish- 
ment of new state parks and park- 
ways in order to create a comprehen- 
sive and unified State park system 
for the promotion of the recreation, 
instruction and health of the people, 
to carry out the provisions of Chap- 
ter Six Hundred and Two of the Laws 
of 1924, and providing the methods 
for the acquisition of land for such 
purposes.”’ 

Not approved. 

This is practically the same bill 
which was vetoed at the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The same 
reasons which led me to veto the bill 
then lead me to do the same thing 
now. This bili does not carry out 
the provisions of the bond issue pro- 
posal creating the unified State park 
system voted by the people by a mil- 
lion majority last Fall. It introduces 
politics, delay and improper influ- 
ences into the park program. 

One of the objections to the bill as 
vetoed on April 1 has been removed; 
that is the provision that the Attorney 
General could draw out park funds at 
will to build up title and legal 
bureaus without the consent of the 
park authorities. 


Says Major Objections Remain. 


The major objection to the old 
Thayer bill still remains; that is the 
subjecting of the park authorities and 
their program to the supervision and 
control of the Land Board in the 
matter of making all purchases of 
lands and in condemnations and ap- 
plications. ahe same jokers and ex- 
ceptions also remain for reasons 
which cannot be explained on honest 
grounds. 

The Palisades Interstate Park is en- 
tirely removed from supervision by the 
Land Board, so is the Westchester 
County Park Commission and, curious- 
ly enough, the Erie County Park Com- 
mission. An entirely new agency 
which is permitted to spend a part of 
the Niagara Frontier appropriation 
with the consent of the Niagara State 


Reservation is also exempted from su- 
pervision by the Land Board. 

There is no possible way of explain- 
ing these exceptions otherwise than 
that they were originally made in the 
regular session as a deal or trade to

Westchester, Group Says Sena- 
tor Promised to Aid Governor 
for Support of Charter. 3 


DEMAND MASTICK: EXPLAIN 


Opponents of Proposed Charter 
Form Temporary Organization 
With R. H. Lee as Chairman. 


Westchester County residents who are 
opposed to the new charter for that 
county made the charge yesterday that 
there is evidence that State Senator 
Seabury C. Mastick and other propo- 
nents of the new charter made a deal 
with Governor Smith whereby they 
agreed to support the» Governor in- his 
State park program in return for the 
Governor’s support for the new charter 
measure. They asserted that Senator 
Mastick refused to go through with his 
promise because of ‘‘too much pressure”’ 
from William L. Ward, and this was 
the reason for the Governor’s criticism 
that he, Mastick, had gone back on his 
pledges. 

The matter came up at a meeting at 
the Hotel Roosevelt yesterday of a num- 
ber of prominent Westchester residents 
who are fighting the proposed charter. 
Those attending the meeting declared 
they are nonpartisan and have only 
the welfare of the county at heart. 
A temporary organization was formed 
and a committee was appointed to per- 
fect a permanent organization. Richard 
H. Lee of Pelham Manor, with offices 
at 160 Broadway, was appointed Chair- 
man. He was empowered to send a 
letter to Senator Mastick demanding to 
know if any trade with the Governor 
affecting the two bills took place. 

The organization censured the West- 
chegter County Senators and Assembly- 
men for their activity in promoting the 
proposed new charter, and the charge 
was openly made that the Governor 
signed the charter bill because of a 
deal made by Senator Mastick whereby 


| he had promised to deliver to the Gov- 


ernor the support of Westchester mem- 
bers of the Legislature to the Gover- 
nor’s park plan, ‘‘only to back out at 
the last minute owing to pressure from 
William L. Ward, Republican leader of 
Westchester County.”’ 

Letter From Lee to Mastick. 


This is the letter that was sent by 
Chairman Lee to Senator Mdstick: 


Honorable Seabury C. Mastick, 
Senate Chamber, 
Albany, New York. 

Dear Sir: 

This morning’s New York papers 
quote Governor Smith as saying that 
before the extraordinary session con- 
vened you promised that the Governor 
would have your support and that of 
your county colleagues for the Park 
Council bill; that upon ‘your failure 
to give your support to the measure 
you pleaded ‘‘too much pressure’ as 
your reason for going back on your 
promises to the Governor.

ALBANY, June 26.—Within half an 
hour of the time that the Assembly this 
}evening had concurred in the passage 
by the Senate of the Thayer bill, vest- 
ing in the State Land Board supervision 
over purchases of land for State park 
Purposes, Governor Smith vetoed the 
measure and issued a veto message in 
which he declared that politics and “a 
@esire to play the game as certain log 
rollers and wealthy residents on Long 
Island wanted it played’’ were respon- 
sible for the defeat of his park legisla- 
tion and the favorable action of the 
Legislature on the bill of the Republican 
opposition. 

Many measures have received immédf- 
ate approval ‘by Governors in the past, 
but it is doubtful if ever a bill has been 
relegated to the legislative scrap heap 
$0 svon after its passage by the lawmak- 
ing body. 

Governor Smith was all set for point- 
ing the lesson to the people of the State, 
and his veto message had been prepared 
and was waiting when the Thayer bill 
was sent to the Executive Chamber by 
the Senate, where it originated. The 
Governor read his message to a group 
of waiting newspaper correspondents 
and then wrote at the bottom of the bill 
“disapproved” and affixed his signa. - 
ture. 

Passed and Killed tn Two ‘Hours. 


Doomed from the moment of its intro- 
duction in the ySenate and Assembly, it 
is likely to set a mark in legislative 
history for the record-breaking speed 
with which it went the route from legis- 
lative approval to: Executive condemna- 
tion. It was passed by the Senate at 
5-o’clock this evening. The rol]-cal!l in 
the Assembly when that body concurred 
in the Senate action was ended at 6:30. 
As the big clock in the Executive Cham- 
ber struck the Governor signed its 
death warrant. 

Governor Smith pointed out in his veto 
message that in all essential respects 
the Thayer bill of the extraordinary 
session was identical with the measure 
Senator Thayer sponsored at the regu- 
lar session and which the Governor ve- 
toed then because the Land Board had 
been injected as a supervisory and con- 
trolling «agency in park land purchases. 

In the original Thayer bill the Pali- 
sades Park and Westchester County 
Commissions had been exempted from 
Land Board control. The Governor em- 
phasized this apparent inconsistency and 
showed that in the bill presented to the 
extraordinary ‘session the Erie Park 
Commission had been added to the two 
others in the exempt class. The Gov- 
ernor had been led to believe that the 
Republican legislators from both West- 
chester and Erie would support his 
Measure to a man. 

Governor Smith stated that he vetoed 
the bill after consulting members of the 
State Park Council and upon their 
advice, 


Final Gavel Falls. 


The extraordinary session of the Leg- 
islature came to an end immediately 
after the Thayer bill had been disposed 
of in the Assembly, where the final 
gavel fell at 6:42 this evening. The 
Senate T coastened its labors at 5 o’clock, 


when final disposal of the bill by the 
further 


Assembly made 
necessary. 

In poth houses motions made by Sen- 
ator Walker and Assemblyman _ Bloch, 
the Democratic leaders, to replevin the 
Walker-Harder bill, sponsored by Gove } 
ernor Smith and the Park Council, were 
voted down before the vote was taken 
on the Thayer bill. In the Senate the 
motion was defeated and the bill passed | 
by a strict party vote of 29 to 21. There 
was only one absentee Senator, Nathan 
Straus gr., who is in Europe. 

In the Assembly, too, the Republicans 
managed to hold their lines virtually in- : 
tact. There the Democratic motion wag 
voted down and the Thayer bill con- 
curred in by a vote of 88 to 54. In each ; 
instance three Republicans joined hands 
with the Democrats. Those voting to 
take the Walker-Harder bill from thé 
Ways and Means Committee for debate 
in the open were Assemblymen Harder 
of Columbia, Wallace of Nassau and 
Watson of Cattaraugus. The three Re- 
publicans voting against the Thayer bffl 
were Harder, Watson and Assemblyman 
Wickham of Schuyler. The name of 
Speaker McGinnies was not called and 
he did not vote. There were five ab- 
sentees and there are two vacancies in 
the Assembly.

EARLE RETORTS TO SMITH. 


Says Governor Is. Wrong on Scenic 
Gharms of Proposed Parkway. 


Henry W. Earle of Earle & Hoar, 62 
Cedar Street, made public yesterday a 
reply to a letter from Governor Smith 
on the State parks controversy.- Accu- 
sing the Governor of misrepresenting the 
scenic advantages of the proposed State 
parkway on Long Island, Mr. Earle 
wrote: , 

“I very much appreciate your taking 
the time to write me in relation to the 
parkway. I have always felt that one 
of the difficulties of the situation was 
that you, the executive head of the 
entire subject, did not have sufficient 


first-hand information. 

““My letter tO you was in relation to 
that part of the parkway which trav- 
erses the Wheatley Hills district, and 
concerning which in your address to the 
Assembly hay stated that the route was 
a scenically beautiful one from which 
the ocean and the Sound could be seen. 
All of which I say is impossible. 

“In reply to this you refer to one 
point on Long Island remotely distant 
from the Wheatley Hills Parkway, and 
which really has nothing’to do with the 
situation of which I wrote to you. 

“As to the scenic beauty of the pro- 
posed Wheatley Hills Boulevard, you 
write me of the beauty of the hills, and 
say that I am mistaken about the al- 
leged scenic beauty. I admit that a 
boulevard could be built in the Wheat- 
ley Hills section which would be sceni- 
cally beautiful, but the one as planned 
is far removed from any such idea, and 
as I am familiar with every inch of the 
ground I repeat what I have atated 
before, that most of it runs through 
uninteresting farm lands, very little is 
on the high lands, and two miles of it 
passes eleven stables. 

“When I wrote to yu of the lack of 
any scenic beauty, was referring to 
the exact location of the present route: 
you are referring to the general scenery 
of the place. 

“In my letter to you I stated that the 
parkway would not disturb polo, golf 
and hunting, for the reason, first, that 
the parkway (loes not pass througt. any 
golf or polo fields, and in the second 
place, hunting has been abandoned for 
some years in this locality, 

“You say that I am wrong about this 
and as proof of it you ignore what f 
say about polo and golf and proceed 
to tell me what some one or two in- 
dividuals‘ had to say about the fox hunt- 
ing. This is of no importance whatever, 
and I think it is very unnecessary in 
the consideration of as big a subject as 
the State parks, to inject into if those 
trivial details for the purpose of creat- 
ing adverse criticism. hese matters 
have no place in the consideration of 
this subject. 

“Concerning the indiscreet threats 
which have been made and regarding 
which you ask my authority, I wish to 
say that I have already made the full 
facts and details of this known to. one 
of the commission, 

f need not take the trouble to 
notify the commission of my position 
relative to this matter because I 
already done so in the printed state- 
ment, a copy of which I am enclosing, 
and which contains some facts which I 
wish very much to reach your consid-

Governor Renews His Assertion 
That the Legislature Was ‘In- 
fluenced’ on Parks Decision. 


CALLS MILLS PARTISAN 


But Says Hie Letter Made Him 
Laugh—insiets Party Needs 
‘Rehabilitation.’

ALBANY, N. Y., June 26.—Governor 
Smith made public tonight a letter he 
had written to Representative Ogden L. 
Mills in which he renewed his assertion 
that the Legislature in its action on his 
park program had permitted itself to be 
swayed by outside influences. 

‘The new letter was in reply to one 
from the Representative made public to- 
day. 
State park legislation, but it also con- 
tains a good deal about partisanship and 
a suggestion that Mr, Mills bestir him- 
self ‘‘to bring the party leadership in 
harmony with the progressive thought of 
today, rehabilitate it and give it intel- 
ligent, upstanding, forward-looking lead- 
ership. 

‘‘Pedestrians traveling State Street In 
Albany early this morning,’’ the Gov- 
ernor said, ‘‘could hear me_ laughing 
when I read from your letter the state- 
ment that the Legislature is carrying 
out their duties according to their own 
conscience and judgment, and I just 
wonder a little bit to myself if you did 
not smile while you were reading that.”’ 


Text of the Letter. 


The Governor’s letter to Congressman 
Millis follows: 


Hon. Ogden L. Mills, 15 Broad Street, 

New York. 
y Dear Congressman: 

am in receipt of your letter of 
Jure 25. Of course, you couldn’t ex- 
pect me to make any reply to your 
guess about the surplus in 1926 and 
1927. Neither of us know what it will 
be, but if you had the understanding 
that I have all along claimed that you 
latk about the State’s fiscal methods 
you would not be talking about antici- 
pated surpluses a year away. You are 
absolutely wrong when you speak 
about any proposal to borrow money 
> being advanced to meet that situa- 

on. 

Let me repeat again to you, as I have 
so often in the past, that the proposal 
to issue bonds for permanent improve- 
ments really originated as far back as 
1923, when we started with the State’s 
hospital and charitable system, and 

ou yourself came to my rooms at the 

iltmore and attended a meeting of 
prominent citizens who served as a 
committee to provide for the allotment 
of the first $12,500,000. The proposal 
to extend the system of building per- 
manent improvements out of bond 
money was really a follow-up of the 
charitable and hospital proposal and 
originated in the Spring of 1924. 

There was a State convention of your 
party following that session. You had 
a ood deal to do with the drafting of 
the party platform. You were strangely 
silent on it, although you claimed to 
have opposed the principle in _ letters 
to the leaders of the party at Albany. 


Had to Laugh. 


I am sorry that I cannot agree with 
the statement that you make that you 
are lacking in influence with the lead- 
ers of your party in Albany.

Calls Land Board a Joke. 


As Chairman of the State Arsenal 
Commission, I recently, in company 
with my brother Commissioners, pur- 
chased a square block of property in 
South Brooklyn for a new arsenal. 
That was not submitted to the Land 


Board, Every single park cammission 
in this State for twenty-five years 
back has purchased land from time to 
time without any reference whatever 
to the Land Board. ‘he Palisades 
Interstate Park Commission, by gift 
and purchase, has acquired an im- 
mense tract of land at Bear Mountain 
without any reference whatever to the 
Land Board. The State Hospital Com- 
mission and the Commission on Mental 
Defectives have from time to time D 
chased enormous tracts of land, a 
thousand acres at a time, without 
submission to the Land Boarti, or, for 
that matter, without submission to any 
board.

Four persons were severely injured, 
and others received cuts from flying 
glass when a bus owned by the Ja- 
maica Bus Company sidewiped an ele- 
vated pillar at Jamaica Avenue and Sut- 


phin Boulevard near Jamaica, yesterday 
afternoon. . The injured were Marie 
Storms, 10 years old, of 3 Pointer Ave- 
nue, Jamaica, removed to Mary Immacu- 
late Hospital, suffering from fractures 
of both legs. 

George Holland, 10, of 30 Ninety-sev- 
enth Avenue, Jamaica, removed to Ja- 
maica Hospital suffering from severe 
cuts on both arms. 

Mrs. Victor Holland, mother of the in- 
jured boy, removed to Jamaica Hospital 
suffering fram severe cuts on the back. 

Elinore Foote, 40, 10,325 125th Street, 
Richmond Hill, removed to Jamaica Hos- 
pital suffering from multiple cuts on 
he arms and chest. 

The bus, driven by Frank .Lud@rig, of 
13,312 1238rd Street, Richmond Hf , was 
bound from South Ozone Park to Ja- 
maica. On the right side of Jamaica 
Avenue, just east of Butphin Boulevard, 
there was a large deposit of mud. Lud- 
wig attempted to swerve the bus out 
of the rut, and in doing so, it struck 
a pillar of the Jamaica Avenue ele- 
vated. 

The accident was in front of the store 
of the J. and T. Adike Flour and Feed 
Company. Employees aided in remov- 
ing the injured. A temporary relief sta- 
tion was set up in the company’s office, 
while ambulances were summoned. Re- 
serves from the Jamaica Avenue Station, 
four blocks away, kept the large crowd, 
which gathered, in check.

GIVES DATA ON TYPHOID. 


City Health Department Lays Re- 
cent Outbreak to Shellfish. 


Pamphlets which contain an official 
report on the recent typhoid fever out- 
break in New York City, submitted to 


Commissioner Frank J. Monaghan by 
Dr. Louis I, Harris, and which are be- 
ing mailed to physiclans throughout the 
city and to welfare and health societies 
in the five boroughs, contain data and 
detail on the find!ngs of the department 
after careful study since the cessation 
of the epidemic last Winter. 

A large part of the report Is directed 
to showing that the outbreak, except for 
certain sporadic cases, was due to shell- 
fish. Seventy-eight per cent. of the 
cases above normal are said to have 
been due to this cause. 

Another point brought out in the re- 
port is that, contrary to general belief 
that persons more than 45 years old 
need have little fear of contracting the 
disease, persons beyond that age are 
decidedly liable to the contagion. Dr. 
Harris’s report shows that 10 per cent. 
of the 914 cases found in the outbreak 
last Winter occurred 
more than 45 years old. 

The milk supply in New York City, 
for a time thought to be partly in- 
voived as a source of infection, is com- 
pletely absolved in the report.

GENERAL MOTORS SEEKS 
DEAL WITH YELLOW CAB 


Fifty-Million-Dollar Merger Plan 
Is Being Worked Out in 
the West.

CHICAGO, June 26.—Announcement 
of a merger of interests of the General 
Motors Corporation and the Yellow Cab 
Manufacturing Company is expected 
next week. In Chicago and Detroit to- 
day officials and bankers of both com- 
panies were working out details. 

John Hertz, head of the Yellow Cab 
Company, and Henry D. Ancona, attor- 
ney, were in Detroit conducting negotia- 
tions with the General Motors officials. 
In Chicago representatives of the Gold- 


man-Sachs and Lehman banking inter- 
ests of New York, which a year ago 
bought a large stock interest in the 
Yellow Cab anufacturing Company, 
were reported in conference with other 
officials of the Yellow companies. 

The basis for the deal, which will be 
one of the largest consolidations in the 
recent history of the automobile indus- 
try, is said to be the desire of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation to enter the 
taxicab manufacturing field. The cor- 
poration hag no bus and cab division, 
while its principal competitors are al- 
ready in the field or about to enter it. 

The Yellow Cab Manufacturing Com- 
pany has largely covered the experi- 
mental phases of bus amd cab manu- 
facture. It has also developed a steady 
outlet for its products through its com- 
munity of interest with taxi and motor 
bus service in several cities in the 
United States.

MANGLED BUT MAY RECOVER 


Car Passes Over Body—Firemen 
Work 20 Minutes to Make Rescue 
as Police Try to Calm Hordes. 


Walter Jench, 40 years old, of 410 
First Street, College Point, L. I., was 
crowded off the northbound platform 
of the B. M. T. subway station at 
Thirty-fourth Street and Broadway in 
the rush hour yesterday afternoon and 
fell in front of an approaching local 
train. Although he was badly injured 
he is expected to recover. 

For twenty minutes his body was 
wedged between the roadbed and the 
forward trucks of the second car. Train- 
men and firemen made an extraordinary 
effort to release him, while the police 
reserves of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station tried to calm a huge crowd on 
the, platforms thrown into panic by the 
accident. 

Until the rescue was effected local 
northbound traffic was tied up, and the 
train under which Jench had fallen was 
not permitted to discharge its passengers 
because it was feared they would only 
accentuate the jam on the platforms, 


which the police had difficulty in con- 
trolling. 

Jench was conscious when released. 
An ambulance from New York Hospital 
had been called and Dr. Blowen gave 
first aid treatment and hurried the in- 
jured man to Bellevue, where it was 
found he had sustained a compound 
fracture of the right leg. The hospital 
surgeons discovered that he also had 
received a fracture of the skull, fracture 
of the left leg and possible internal in- 
juries. 

Jench had been wane for a north- 
bound local train when he was pushed 
off the platform by the cursing crowd. 

Joseph Werns, 1,372 East ty-sixth 
Street, Brooktyn, motorman of the train, 
told the police that he had seen Jench 
topple from the platform, but that it had 
been impossible to stop.the train in time 
to save the man. 

A projection from the forward trucks 
caught a fold in Jench’s clothing and 
carried him several feet beyond the spot 
where he fell. When his ciothes were 
released he fell limp into the depression 
between the rails, where the forward 
car passed ——7 over him.

and experience gives assurance for the 
success of the plan with the cooperation 
of the German people.’’ 

The resolution included a lengthy re- 
port, whose adoption by the congress 
registered repudiation of the efforts of 
Despret and Janssen to subordinate the 
debts to reparations. I[t reaffirmed the 
Rome declaration that ‘‘while it is true 
the allied debts created by the World 
War are obligations undertaken in good 
faith and do not admit of repudiation, 
nevertheless ag they were contracted in 
the common cause in a period of tre- 
mendous sacrifice of life and property, 
the proper factor for any adjustment 
should be the present and probable fu- 
ture ability of each debtor to pay.”’ 

As forecast in these dispatches, the

BILL CAUSES BREAK IN FRANC. 


Italian Exchange Also Falls Under | 
Heavy Selling From Abroad. | 


Under pressure caused chiefly by an- 
nouncement of ‘a proposed increase of 
6,000,000,000 francs In French note circu- 
lation, francs broke 3% points in the 
New York foreign exchange market yes- 
terday and closed at 4.49%, the lowest 


point reached since early in March, 1924, | 
when the franc sold at the lowest point | 
in history. The break in francs carried | 
Italian lire down 11 points, to a new low | 
record at 3:59%4. Scandinavian exchanges 
continued their advances, new high rec- 
ords for aaveral years being established 
in both Danish and Norwegian krone. 

There was heavy selling of franos all 
day, most of it apparently coming from | 
French sources and reflecting a lack of 
confidence at home in the French Gov- 
ernment’s finanetal policies. The flight 
ef capital from France, which has been 
intermittent for some time, was renewed | 
in heavy volume as a result of the an- | 
nouncement of Finance Minister Cail- | 
laux’s plan, which calls for the creation | 
of 6,000,000,000 francs in new bank notes. | 
and an offer of a loan with an ex, 
ehange guarantee to holders of defense 
bonds. 

It is expected in Wall Street that late 
in the year a large loan to France wil 
be arranged in New York an@ that ex- 
change then will be stabilized on a gold 
basis, but the French exchange market 
at present is almost entirely without 
support. 

The visit to France of Dwight W. Mor- 
row and Russell @ Leffingwell, partners 
in J. P. Morgan & Co., who are sailing | 
today, is causing comment in Wall | 
Street on the poasgibility, of new French 
financing, although Mr. ‘Morrow and Mr. 
Leffingwell both emphasized that they 
were going abroad only for a vacation. 
France now has a $100,000,000 credit 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. for the support 
of exchange, but there have been no re- 
cent indications of its having, been used, 
and Finance Minister Caillaux has an- 
nounced that the credit would be held in 
reserve to combat speculative attacks on 
the franc. 

Italian exchange moved down in sym- 
pesny with the franc and also on heavy 
talian selling, part of which was de- 
scribed as commercial and part of which 
represented transfers of Italian funds, 
apparently due to uneasiness over the| 
financial situation. 

In the case of Danish exchange there 
was a renewal of the heavy buying that 
has prevailed for more than a week.

It was calculated bythe inves- 
tigators that the full taxes on this busi- 
ness would total $93,186. Figuring on the 
same basis of total turnover of stocks 
on the Consolidated, the investigators 
assert that the membership of the ex- 
change would owe the State approxi- 
mately $325,000 a year, arid the same 
amount to the Federal collectors. 

The totals of taxes which have been 
paid to the State and to the Government 
since 1914, according to the investiga- 
tors, have not been as high as this 
amount.

NECKLACE MISSING 
A YEAR RETURNED 


Woman’s $30,000 String Had 
~ Been Afraid to Act. |

PARIS, June 26.—A necklace of 302 
pearls, declared to be worth $30,000, 
which was lost more than a year ago 
in Paris by an American woman whose 
name is being kept secret, is now in 
the hands of the police as a result of 
the twinge of conscience experienced by 
the person who found the necklace the 
night it was lost and kept it ever since. 

The loss occurred in March, 1924. The 
owner at that time was stopping in one 
of the bi Paris hotels. Returning 
from a walk one evening she discovered 
that her necklace was missing. She 
reported the loss to the hotel proprietor 
and left him to report the matter to 
the police, as she found a very urgent 
message for her return at once to 
America. 

The police made an investigation with- 
out satisfactory results and much 
doubt had been developed in their quar- 
ter as ‘to the truth of the American 
woman's story. Yesterday, however, 
the whole mystery was cleared up by 
the appearance of a young man before 
the police with the missing necklace. He 
explained that the necklace had been 
in the possession of a young woman 
friend since last March. She had found 
it on the street near the hotel, where 
the American woman was stopping and 
without much reflection pushed it into 
her handbag. She let days pass without 
making up her mind whether to return 
the jewelry or not and finally allowed 
so long a time to slip by that she be- 
came reluctant to bring the precious 
article to the police for fear of eee.

Shows Receipts For Stamp Tax. 


“Tt is utterly absurd,’’ said a partner 
in one firm. He produced.a stack of 
stamp tax receipts going back over near- 
ly two years. He also opened his ledgers 
to show the correctness of the record. 
He explained that among commission 
houses the stamp tax is paid by the 
customer and charged against his ac- 
count. He pointed out that failure on 
the part of a broker to turn over such j 
taxes to the Government or State would 


constitute larceny. 

As further evidence, this broker pro- 
duced a purchasers’ memorandum for 
$600 worth of stamps, evenly divided be- 
tween Federal and State stamps. These 
had been purchased a few days ago from 
a trust company. He explained that this 
amount of stamps was sufficient for sev- 
eral days and that his firm always made 
its purchases in large amounts, 

Another broker characterized the re- 
ports as “‘all news’’ to him. He also 
said that the report was ridiculous and 
insisted that his firm had always been 
particularly careful in — that the 
necessary stamps were provided in all 
stock transactions. He said that a 
Federal inspector had complimented him 
on the systematic way In which his 
poe | records were kept and had fre- 
quently brought new inspectors into the 
office to show them the books as 
models. 

Another broker also expressed surprise 
and denied that his firm had ever been 
lax in its stamp tax payments. He, too, 
said that he had been complimented by 
a Federal inspector on the efficiency of 
his records. 4 

“Only on one occasion,” an employe 
of the broker said, “have we ever been 
even questioned by the Federal depart- 
ment. That was this year. After our 
firm dissolved partnership, our stamp 
tax returns were filed in the name of 
an individual. This meant a new file 
at the Custom House. Early this year 
the Internal Revenue people called up 
to know why there had been no tax re- 
turns for the partnership since August. 
When we explained about the dissolu- 
tion of partnership, everything was sat- 
isfactory and we have never had any 
further trouble. 


The Customers Pay Tax. 


This broker sald that he had always 
made it a point to pay his stamp tax. 
He said that he had often heard rumors 
of firms evading the tax, but did not 
believe there was anything to them. 

“The fact that the customer pays for 
the stamps ought to be sufficient,’ he 
said, ‘‘Why should we attempt to evade 
the tax, or why object to it as exorbi- 
tant? It doesn't come,out of our pock- 


ets but out of the pockets of our cus- 
tomers.”’ 

Another broker said that any one who 
had intimated that his firm had neg- 
lected to pay its stamp tax, either State 
or Federal, was guilty of slander, ‘‘We 
have been examined regularly ever 
year by the Federal inspectors,"’ he said, 
“and twice a year by State inspectors. 
Everything in my business is strictly on / 
the up and up. No one can say I ever 
neglected to pay either the Federal or 
State Government the stamp taxes due 
them during the eight years I have been 
in business.’"’ 

Some of the brokers said that such 
charges are frequently heard in Wall 
Street. 

“Occasionally,” they said, ‘‘an_ in- 
vestor loses heavily, or a disgruntled 
employe is discharged. The only means 
they know of venting their spite upon 
the stock broker is to broadcast stories 
of this kind designed to hurt his busi-

change. If any members have been 
remiss, which I dé not for a moment 
believe, I can promise that immediate 
action will be taken by the Beard of 
Directors. I would add that these Gov- 
ernment fnspectors are not infallible. 

“I will give you an instance. One of 
our members was called to the Custom 
House yesterday and a charge was made 
that the member owed a total of $200 to 
the Government for,stamps which it was 
alleged had not beeh paid. Fortunately, 
this member of the Exchange had re- 
tained his books, and he was able to 
prove by these books that not only did 
he not owe any money to the Govern- 
ment but that there was less than $1 
difference between the sums the Govern- 
ment claimed was due for tax stamps 
and the amount which had been paid. 

“Another angle to the situation to 
which I would call your attention is the 
fact that our members in applying for 
stamps frequently do not apply in their 
own names but merely send their mes- 
senger boys to the Custom House for 
stamps. In such cases these stamps are 
paid for in cash and naturally the Gov- 
ernment has no record outside of the 
name of the messenger boy to whom 
they have been sold.”’ 

Mr. Maloney has been President, of 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange since 
the resignation of William S. Silkworth. 


INQUIRY REPORT CONFIRMED.

The work of the agents is being 
supervised by the New York bureau of 
the special agents. 

As far as could be learned, no agents 
of members who, according to the re- 
ports, are accused’ of evading the tax 
stamp law, have been in Washington 
in an effort to bring political pressure 
to bear. It is said that action will be 
taken against any offenders, if war- 
ranted by the facte developed.

AMUSEMENT PARKS 


Issues Injunction Prohibiting 
Police From Preventing Park- 
ing Near Resorts. | 


OPPRESSION IS CHARGED 


Counsel Says Village Seeks to De- 
stroy Business——Stay Granted 
on Sunday Closure.

WHITE PLAINS, N., Y., June 26.—A 
permanent injunction, restraining the 
trustees and police of Rye from enforc- 
ing the village ordinance which pro- 
hibits parking on Rye Beach Avenue, 
was handed down late this afternoon by 
Suprerhe Court Justice George H. Taylor 
Jr. This injunction had been sought by 
a number of the concessionares at Rye 
Beach parks through Moses M. Miller, 
attorney, of Port Chester. 

Mr. Miller charged that the village of 
Rye was “‘using every means to destroy 
Paradise Park and Rye 


police were being directed by the trus- 
tees of the village to hamper the ac- 
tivities of the parks. 

He alleged that a method of oppres- 
sion adopted by the village this year 
was to increase taxes on the park prop- 
erty, so that a parcel assessed at $125,- 
000 last year was valued at $300,000 this 
year. 

In accusing the police dnd trustees, 
Mr. Miller safd that six officers were at 
the park to drive customers away. One 
day last week a father and mother with 
two small children stopped on Rye 
Beach Avenue in front of one of the 
parks, he said. While the two children 
went into a popcorn stand to make a 
purchase one of the six police officers 
directed the father and mother to drive 
on or else be taken to Police Headquar- 
ters and be locked up. The hysterical 


children were lost from their parents 
for three hours, he said.

Daniel Kelly, Corporation Counsel of 
Rye, was asked by Justice Taylor if it 
were not true that the trustees were at- 
tempting to close the parks permanent- 
ly by such methods as Mr. Miller de- 
scribed, but Mr. Kelly replied that he 
was not in a position to make any such 
admission. 

Another blow at the trustees was de- 
livered when Supreme Court Justice Al- 
bert H. F. Seeger ruled that the Rye 
village authorities must not close the 
two amusement parks by application of 
the Sabbath law until the question of 
legality for parks operation on Sunday 
had been fully decided by the Supreme 
Court. 

This ruling was made in granting a 
stay to the attorneys for the two parks, 
which will prevent the police from in- 
terfering with their operation. Justice 
Seeger said that no court in the State 
would permit a municipality peremp- 
torily to close parks from Which they 
had accepted license fees.

DENIES DIMINISHED TAX 
ON ‘DEPRECIATED’ PLAYS 


Board of Tax Appeals Rules Out 
Harris’s Contention They Are 
Like Old Oil Wells. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (#). — The 
right to claim depreciation in the value 
of producing rights to plays in comput- 
ing income tax returns was denied to 
theatrical producers today by the Board 
of Tax Appeals. 

In an appeal by William Harris Jr. 
of New York the board held that de- 
ductions for obsolescence of the right 


to produce two plays were contrary to 
the provisions of law, saying Congress 
had not placed these rights in the cate- 
gory. with mines and oil and gas wells, 
for which specific provision is made. 

Mr. Harris, the board said, had de- 
ducted the actual cost of the right to 
produce the plays in question on the 
basis of contracts entered into in 1918 
and 1919 and this deduction was allowed 
by. the Internal Revenue Bureau. The 
bureau also allowed deductions from the 
gross income of the expense of prepara- 
tion for the first performance, 

“But he contends now,” the opinion 
added, “that he is entitled to set up a 
basis, uncertain in amount, for obsoles- 
cense of the right to prodfice the plays. 
He frankly concedes that his theory is 
similar to the deduction for depletion 


ered by the taxpayers. He contends that 
because of the disproportion between 
the original cost and the value which 
emerges from a successful play shortly 
after its first performance, it is unfair 
to tax all of the proceeds of the pro- 
duction as income without allowance for 
the recovery of the value for which his

LONDON, June 26.—Jim Barnes of the 
United States won the British Open Golf 
Championship today. His victory was 
leavened for British golfers by the fact 
that he was born in Cornwall. Barnes 
had declared his determination to cross 
the Atlantic every year until he won, | 
but his victory today was a close one. 
At the end of the third round Macdon- 
ald Smith, local favorite, led him by 
five strokes. Victory for Smith seemed 
assured, but he cracked under the strain 
and his breakdown was easily explain- 
able. He had to fight rather tharf play 
through the crowd of 15,000 persons who | 
followed his fortunes over the Prestwick 
course. The stewards and police were 


quite unable to prevent interference with | 


the players, who at times were forced | 
to wait ten minutes before they could 
take a shot, i 
~ Barnes's victory was a popular one, | 
but Smith being born Scottish, it was | 
natural that a mainly Scottish crowd 
should desire his success, Their enthu- 
siasm was largely responsible for his 
failure. He needed a last round of 75 
to win, but couldn’t plough his way 
spreuae the scrambling crowds in less 
than 82. 

The experience at Prestwick this year 
convinced many golfers that Americans 
can be too popular in that district. It 
Was even suggested that unless condi- 
tions under which the championship is 
Diayed can be improved upon, Prest- 
wick should be wiped off the list of 
championship courses. 

Smith wasn’t the only player to suffer 
from the attentions of the crowd. So 
many persons gathered around thegreens 
during the day that only comparatively 
few were able to see what was happen- 
ing. Thousands rushed from green to 
green with harassed perspiring stewards 
and police intermingled with them, 
striving desperately to evolve order out 
of chaos and mostly without success. 

In the mélées the ball would be 
tramped on and kicked sometimes a 
distance of fifty yards. Stray dogs 
again manifested keen interest in af- 
fairs. Charles Whitcomb, one of the 
British hupes, was taking a stance for 
a shot when a dog flew at him and bit 
him in the hand, causing his retire- 
ment from the championship. “ 

Smith, in relating his Prestwick ex- 

riences in the Daily Graphic, declares 
hat he could not have lost the cham- 
pionship if the crowd had let him play. 
“They would not let me swing a club,’’ 
he says. ‘‘They would not let me take 
the line even for a six-foot putt. I shall 
never do it again. I should have picked 
up my ball this afternoon and walked 
in. They were racing behind me and 
speaking, and when I missed a putt 
some of them cheered. 

“I have played in many places in the| 
world, but never experienced such a} 
rabble as beat nic this afternoon. It 
was a disgrace that they allowed it to 
happen. 1 don't mind failing. I would 
have kept coming over until I'd have 
won the championship, put did te

Almost 
every one of the 30,000 or more specta- | 
tors who watched the championship 
play thought Smith would win it when 
ne began his last round this afternoon, 
almost an hour after Barnes had ended 
his labors with the wood and iron. 
Smith's failure to do so supplied the 
most complete and distressing collapse 
that the championship has brought forth 
in recent years. 

Two strokes back of Smith came Abe 
Mitchell, whose total was 305. This 
noted player had played consistent golf 
throughout the two days, but it was 
not good enough to win. The remainder 
of the field trailed behind the leaders. 
most of them with amazingly poor 
scores. Joe Kirkwood, the third Amer 
fean challenger, finished with a 314, } 
having recuperated a great deal today | 
with two rounds of 76, after starting | 
yesterday so badly that he was not at 
all in the running for the title after 
the first thirty-six holes had been played. | 

The amateur English champion, Robert | 
Harris, took 311 for the 72 holes, one 
stroke behind five professionals, among 
them J. H. Taylor. 

Barnes won by good, steady golf. He 
led his field at the end of the first 
round with a record-breaking score of 
70, but when the second round, in which 
he took a steady 77, had ended, Smith, 
by virtue of his brilliant second round 
of 69, led Barnes and Compston by two 
strokes. At the end of the third round 
Smith was five strokes ahead of them, 
but in the last round Barnes had a fine 
74 and Smith went to pieces. 





Compston Is Consistent. 


To Compston fell the honor of play- 
fing the most consistent golf of the lot. 
His rounds were a 76 followed by three 
75s, but the scores were not good enough 


to beat the former Pelham professional. 

The victory of Barnes will bring about 
a searching of souls whenever golf-

He drove 
into the rough at the ninth and missed 
an iron shot in trying to get out; but 
after getting the third shot on the green 
he was down in one putt for a 4, to 
turn in 42. Smith then had wasted the 
six shots over an average of fours 
that Barnes's score allowed him, and 
he was faced with the necessity of com- 
ing in in 36 to win. 

At the tenth a mashie to the short 
eleventh lodged on the face of the 
bunker. It took Smith two shots to ex- 
tricate it, and another hole had cost 
him five.

In winning the British open champion- 
ship at Prestwick yesterday ‘Long 
Jim’’ Barnes stepped up-on equal terms 
with Walter Hagen and Jock Hutchi- 
son, the only other American represen- 
tatives to capture the British title. It 
also rounded out Barnes's record, for 
the British title was the only one of the 
major championships that he has not 
held at one time or another. 

Until this year it was a ‘‘will-’o-the- 
wisp,”’ so far as he was concerned, for 
he made many sorties in quest of it and 
several times was within a few shots of

e British event was two years ago 
when he and Gene Sarazen failed to 
qualify. On every other occasion, ex- 
cept last year when he finished ninth, 
he was either sixth or better.

LONDON, June 26.—John Hennessey 
is the only American left in the Men’s 
Lawn Tennis championship at Wimble- 
don.

Roy Casey; the other American Who sur- 
vived yesterday, was put out by Refle 
Lacoste, the young Frenchman whom 
many fancy for the championship, after 
a hard fight 8—6, 6—4, 6-1. 

Hennessey’s victory was a prolonged 
seesaw and the tennis while perfectly 
correct was rather dull. Both he and 
Lowe played a baseline game and the 
result depended more -on accuracy than 
anything else. The chief difference be- 
tween the contestants was that Henna- 
sey would generally after the second or 
third exchange of bee range shots ad- 
vance to the net and try volleying with 
varying success. He worked hard for 
the victory. 

His next fight will be against either 
H. Cochet, a Frenchman, or Jagat Mo- 
han Lal, both of whom have done well 
so far this year. 


Casey Puts Up Brave Fight. 


Casey has no reason to be down- 
hearted over his defeat at the hands of 


Lacoste. His fast service puzzled the 
Frenchman for a time: his volleying 
at the net when he went right up was 
brilliant and his forehand driving took 
a good deal of retrieving.

To the Kditor of The New York Times: 

I believe your readers will: be interested 
in a campaign that the League for Ameri- 
can Citizenship is now engaged in for the 
purpose of raising $30,000 with which to 
establish branches in foreign sections of this 
city. 

The league has been in existence since 
1913 and has been aiding the foreign born 
to become assimilated and Americanized, in 
addition to aiding them in becoming citizens 
of the United States. If the public will 
only give it thelg support, much more good 
can be accomplished. The league has been 
working among foreign born through its citi- 
zenship classes, its clubs, its service and in- 
formation bureaus and citizenship recep- 
tions. 

It maintains one branch at 123 Second 
Avenue, on the lower east side, and another 
branch at 407 East Seventy-third Street, 
where its principal source for aid comes 
from the Czechoslovak and Bohemian people. 
In the month of May of this year both these 
branches helped 1,177 people of twenty-four 
nationalities. This is a very fair estimate 
of its work every month of the year. In 
order to carry on this work still further it 
wishes to establish branches in sections in 
Brooklyn and the Bronx where a work of 
this kind is sadly needed.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Following 
closely the opening wf formal negotia- 
tions for settlement of the Italian debt, 
it was said at the State Department to- 


‘day that Secretary Kellogg has dis- 


cussed with the Minister of Yugoslavia 
the question of refunding that nation’s 
debt to the United States. With inter- 
est it amounts to about $65,000,000. 

The discussions so far held have been 
of a somewhat general nature, but are 
expected to be resumed on a more defi- 
nite basis next week. The Yugoslav 
debt is for relief and construction ad- 
vances made after the armistice. The 
question of refunding these obligations 
was brought to the attention of the 
Yugoslav Government about three 
months ago, and the Minister in Wash- 
ington is understood to have discussed 
the question in some detail with Secre- 
taries Mellon and Kellogg. 

A comparative survey of the Yugoslav 
financial situation was at that time 
presented on behalf of the Yugoslav 
Government, when an effort was made 
to demonstrate that while Yugoslavia 
was rapidly recovering from the eco- 
nomic and financial aftermath of the 
World War, she would not be in « come 
venient position to enter into definite

terms of payment. 

As a result of the decisions arrived at 
following the opening conference on 
debt negotiations with Italy, Secretary 
Kellogg will forego for the present his 
contemplated vacation to his home in 
St. Paul. The Secretary plans to re- 
main pretty constantly in Washington 
for the present, though he left today for 
Secretary Kellogg stated 
today that debt discussions with Italy 
will be resumed next Tuesday after his 
return from New York.

FRANCE WILL HONOR 
NICEPHORE NIEPCE 


Will Mark on Monday the Cen- 
tenary of His Discovery of 
“Photography.

PARIS, June 26.—Nicephore Niepce, 
who invented photography 100 years ago, 
will be publicly tronored throughout 
France at the International Photo- 
graphic Congress here from June 29 to 
July 4. 

In every school the boys and girls 
will be told the story of the young in- 
ventor who discovered the process of 
giving a practical solution to the an- 


tique optical phenomenon ‘‘camera-ob- 
scura.”’ 

Niepce, like the more widely known 
Daguerre, with whom he was associ- 
at in partnership, died poor and ob- 
scure despite his invention, which, with- 
in 100 years, reached such an extragordi- 
nary development. Together with his 
brother Maurice he was also the in- 
ventor and constructor of the first in- 
ternal combustion engine, which was 
successfully tested in 1805.

MORRISTOWN, N. J., June 26.—A 
Sentence of from two to three years at

NEW FLORIDA ROAD 
1S PLANNED, HE SAYS 


Gov. | 
2,000,000 Acres Have Been 
Acquired for Project.; 


WORK TO BEGIN IN 2 WEEKS 


Southern Terminus at Tampa or St. 
Petersburg, He Declares——Trunk 
Line Junctlon Withheld. 


A group of capitalists in the middle 
West have purchased 2)000,000 acres of 
land in Florida and within the next two 
weeks will begin the construction of a 
west coast railroad, Governor John W. 
Martin of that State, who is here at 
the Vanderbilt Hotel, announced last 
night. 

The backeys of the new road are not 
yet ready to disclose all of their plans, 
Governor Martin said, but a detailed 
statement will be made before the con- 
struction work is begun. It is planned 
to complete the road by the autumn of 
1926. v 

Present plans, he said, call for the 
construction of about 300 miles of single 
track line starting from some point in 
Gadsden County and running through 
Quincy, Tallahassee, Perry, Cross City, 


Bronson and Crystal River to a southern 
terminus at either St. Petersburg or 
Tampa. 

While admitting that the backers of 
the road planned to connect with one 
of tie large trunk lines running through 
| the Mississippi Valley, Governor Martin 
said that he was not in a position to 
announce with what road this connec- 
tion would be made. 

In discussing real estate activities in 
Florida Governor Martin said that it 
could not rightly be called a boom but 
|a normal development. ‘‘Florida,’’ he 

said, ‘is about the size of Italy. They 

have a population of over 40,000,000 
while our own population is about 
1.000,000. We have millions of acres of 
the richest virgin soil capable of grow- 
ing not only one crop a year, but three 
or four.

The ap- 
peal was opposed by Special Deputy 
Attorney General Kenneth M. Spence 
and Robert S. Johnstone. 

The majority opinion of the Court re- 
versing the conviction was written. by 
Justice Kapper and concurred in by Jus- 
tices Jaycox and Manning. Presiding 
Justice Kelly filed a dissenting opinion, 
upholding the conviction, The reversal 
was on the ground that Supreme Court

Dr. Freeman Ford Ward of 121 East

The estate was reduced by costly liti- 
gation, due not only to attempts by her 
relatives to break the will but also be-

}expenses of the litigation were $62,500,

Two years of total blindness for Ben- 
jamin Delobowsky, 28 years old, a cloth- 
ing worker, of 386 East Tenth Street, 
was ended by one of the strangest optr- 
ations ever performed, it was announced 
yesterday by L. J. Frank, Superinten- 
dent of Beth Israel Hospital. 

Neurologists and brain surgeons, it 
was stated, found in an examination 
which continued over two months, that 
Délobowsky was suffering from a tumor 
of the brain, and that his blindness was 
only one of several ailments from which 
he had long been a sufferer. They rec- 
ommended an operation on the brain, al- 
ways a delicate proceeding, and also, 
which was more unusual, that ft be per- 
formed while the patient was under only 
a local anesthetic, because his condition 
made it inadvisable to apply a general 
anesthetic. 

Delobowsky was conscious while he 
was on the operating table and the sur- 
geons made the incision and isolated the 

| tamor which was removed immediately. 
Even while the surgeons were beside the 
patient, Delobowsky cried: ‘‘I can see! 
I can see!’’ and before leaving the table, 


it was said, he recognized objects placed 
before him.

DENIES CRITICISM IS CAUSE 


‘Says That New Work Will Fit 
In Better With His Medi-' 
cal Practice. 


|GOVERNOR GAINS CONTROL 


| Choice of a Democrat Would Place 
the Party in the Majority 
on Parole Body.

OSSINING, N. W., June 26.—Dr. Elmer 
Larkin, a Republican appointee on the 
State Board of Parole, will resign his 
position, it was learned today, to accept 
the more arduous and less remunerative 
post of physician at Dannemora Prigon. 
Dr. Larkin admitted he intended to re- 
sign. 

Dr. Larkin’s resignation will be sent to 
Governor Smith to become effective July 
1, twenty months before the expiration 
of his term, and politicians are wonder- 
jing, as the Parole Board is still being 
| criticized for its alleged favoritism to 
| Robert P. Brindell and William H. An- 
derson, why he plans to quit now. The 
speculations about the significance of the 
action are further complicated by the 
fact that it would give Governor Smith 
the first opportunity he has had to gain 
control of the board by appojnting a 
Democrat and also by the fact that Dr. 
Larkin was appointed to his new post by 
Superintendent of Prisons James _L. 
Long, the only Democrat of the board's 
three members. 

Dr. Larkin’s work as a member of the 
Parole Board has required only thirty- 
three days’ service a year and pays 
$3,600 annually. His position at Danne- 
mora will demand several hours of his 
time every day in the year and will pay 
only $3,500 annually. 

He and George W. Benham of Auburn 
thave been the two Republican members 
of the board. They were criticized when 
Brindell, convicted of extortion in stop- 
ping a strike in the building trades and 
found guilty of violating prison regula- 
tions, after which a guard was dis- 
charged, was paroled at the first oppor- 
tunity permissible. They were criticized 
again when Anderson, convicted of for- 
gery, was paroled after he had served 
only nine months, although the board 
had gone on record the previous month 
as opposed to paroling any prisoner 
until he had served one year. 

In the latter instance former Governor 
Whitman, who first appointed both Dr. 
Larkin and Mr. Benham eight years 
ago, was counsel for Anderson, but Dr. 
Larkin and Mr. Benham, who alone 
voted to abolish their ruling and release 
Anderson, denied then that they favored 
Anderson because either Mr. Whitman 
or the prisoner was a Republican. 

The attitude of the Parole Board to- 
ward Brindell has been repeatedly criti- 
cized by Samuel Untermyer, who has 
said the labor leader violated his parole 
by taking part in union affairs. The 
board refused to permit him to subpoena 
witnesses at a hearing of the charges 
Mr. Untermyer made against Brindell, 
but the lawyer was appointed a Special 


Deputy Attorney General at the begin- 
ning of the hearings this month and 
will continue the examination of wit- 
nesses when he returns from Europe in 
September. Meanwhile, Brindell has 
been “‘exiled’”’ from New York City.

Many Rumors of Aid to Chinese 
Rioters Reach Japan.

TOKIO, June 26.—The extent to which 
the Russian Government is responsible 
for and supporting the Chinese anti; 
foreign movement is intriguing the Jap- 
anese officials and public. While many 
rumors come from China concerning

sian press is known to be actively sup- 
porting the rioters, the proof on which 
the accusations are based jis unobtain- 


able. 

Although Soviet officials elsewhere 
openly laud the Chinese Nationalists, 
the Embassy here maintains the silence 
that has been preserved since Ambassa- 
dor Kopp’s arrival. Government offi- 
cials do not conceal their distrust_of the 
Soviet, saying that extreme watchful- 
ness is necessary. The Government is 
not afraid of Russian propaganda, as 
Japan recently enacted a peace preser- 


| vation bill providing ten years of im- 
| prisonment for anyone found guilty of 
| propagating Communism. 


It is an effective weapon for combat- 
ting Soviet doctrines, but Russian activi- 


| ties in China, especiaily in Manchuria, 


where Japan’s chief interests are situ- 
ated, cause anxiety. Opinions are ex- 
pressed that Russia is playing a double 
game in China, intending to arouse the 
Chinese against other foreigners, thus 
increasing her own influence, and simul- 
taneously to divert China’s attention 
from Russia's activities in Northwestern 
China, especially Mongolia, where Rus- 
sia is en to establish a number 
of independent States as buffers to re- 
sist the expansion of China and Japan 
toward Siberia. 

The majority of the. tribes in Mongo- 
lia are influenced by the Red officers 
who are stationed with them and have 
broken practically all ties with Peking, 
turning instead to Moscow. Thus the

MAY SHOWED SLUMP 
IN BASIC INDUSTRIES 


Federal Reserve Board Calls the 
6 Per Cent. Decline in Pro- 
duction Seasonal. 


LEVELS ARE STILL HEALTHY 


Bullding Keeps Up Satisfactorily— 
Employment Falls Off, but Is 
Higher Than In April. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The review 
of general business and financial condi- 
tions for May and early June issued 
today’ by the Federal Reserve Board 
showed an additional seasonal slacken- 
ing in the production of basic industries 
and distribution of commodities.. The 
levels, “however, generally were higher 
than at this time last year, indicating 
a healthy basis. Building construction 
kept up satisfactorily and while the con- 
tracts awarded during May were smaller 
in value and in square feet than those 
for April, they were larger than for any 
other month on record. 

“The board's index of production in 
basic industries declined 6. per cent. in 
May to a level 12 per cent. below the 
high point, in January. There were fur- 
ther considerable decreases in the out- 
put of iron and steel and woolens and 
declines also occurred in the mill con- 
sumption of cotton and in copper, sole 
leather and newsprint production. The 
number of automobiles manufactured 
during May fell slightly below the rec- 
ord figure of April. 

In the industrial establishments em- 
ployment was only slightly less in May 
than in the month before, with decreases 
partly seasonal in the clothing, boot and 


shoe and iron and steel industries and 
increases in the industries producing 
automobiles, tobacco products and cer- 
tain of the building materials. The 
sales of department stores in May were 
smaller than in April but somewhat 
larger than a year ago, and mail order 
sales were 5 per cent. larger than in 
May, 1924. 

Department store, stocks declined in 
May and were at the same level as a 
year ago.

Wholesale stocks of groceries 
in dollar values were larger than a year 
ago, while stocks of dry goods and shoes 
were substantially smaller. 

Carloadings of miscellaneous products 
and merchandise decreased slightly dur- 
ing May, but were greater than a year 
ago. 

Wholesale prices continued to decline 
in May, but the decrease was consider- | 
ably smaller than for the preceding’ 
month. 

All groups of prices representetd in 
the Bureau of Labor statistics index de- 
clined except the house furnishings and 
miscellaneous groups. In the first three 
weeks of Junw prices of wheat, corn, 
flour, cottom goods and pig iron declined, 
while quotations on sheep, hogs gaso- 
line, hides and rubber advanced. 

Borrowing for commercial purposes at 
member banks in leading cities declined 
further between the middle of May. and 
the middle of June to a level lower than 
at any time this year, while loans on 
securities incréased and reached a new 
high level in June. Investment holdings 
of these banks also increased and total 
loans and investments at the middle of 
June were near the high point for the 
year. 

At the reserve banks there was an 
increase in member bank borrowing be- 
tween May 20 and June 24 and on that 
date discounts for member banks were 
in larger volume than at any time since 
the opening of the year. Further de- 
creases in the holdings of acceptances 
and of United States securities brought 
the volume of open market holdings in 
June to the lowest level since last Sum- 
mer. 

Conditions in the money market re- 
mained relatively steady during the lat- 
ter part of May and the first three 
weeks of June notwithstanding the 
neasy Treasury operations in the middle 
of June.

“If the Ku Klux Klan ts a Protestant 
fraternal order, it will be eligible,”’ he 
explained later, adding, however, that 
the objects of any unit seeking to join 
his alliance would have to be within 
the law. C 

While the third and last instalment 
of the convicted Ant!-Saloon Leaguer’s 
exposition of the A. P. P. P. P. A. was 
being made public, James L. Long, 
State Superintendent of Prisons and one 
of the men whd paroled Anderson from 
Sing Sing, said: 

“‘There is nothing tn the parole regu- 
lations that forbids a man on parole to 
join a secret organization. Anderson 
would not be violating the terms of his 
parole by organizing one uriess he did 
something wrong. 

In earlier explanations Anderson dis- 
closed that the records of receipts, mem- 
bership list and activities would be hid- 
den in Anderson's head—where no hos- 
tile investigators could get at them. 
Yesterday he added: 

“The Protestant denomiatiors, aside

COPPER OUTPUT INCREASED. 


Production and Value in 1924 Great- 
ly Exceeded That of 1923. ~ 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (4).—Copper 
produced in the United States and Alas- 
ka in 1924 from domestic ores was 


placed today by the Geological Survey 
at 1,634,249,192 pounds fine, against %,- 
434 999,962 for 1923, smelter output. 

The total production of new refined 
copper in 1924 was 2,260,000,000 pounds, 
an increase of 280,000,000 pounds over 
the previous year. 

The value of production in this country 
was $214,087,000 for last year, compared 
with $210,945,000 for 1923. The world’s 
production in pounds for 1924 was 2,- 
9$98,286.000 against 2,711,533,000 for 1923. 
The average 1924 price was 13.1 cent8"a 
pound, compared with the 1923 figure of, 
14.7 cents.

ment plan. So far as known this is the 
first time that bankers directing a re- 
organization have professed so liberal an | | 
attitude toward the small investor, and 
it is believed to fdilow naturally the} 
prevailing policy on the part of rail- | 
roads and public utilities to encourage | 
“custom ownership.’’ The offer is lim- | 
ited to those who have held their stock | 
for several years. 

Both the preferred and the common | 
stockholders committees also went on)! 
record with the bondholders as favoring | 
the plan, which indicates approval of | 
the liquidation of the Government debt. | 
They ‘point out that efforts to refund a | 
part of this indebtedness into long term

May earning statements of the rail- 
roads which have filed their reports to 
date indicate a substantial increase in 
the total over May of last year.

It has been esti- 
mated that the aggregate May income 
this year may exceed that of May, 1924, 
by about $10,000,000, although estimates 
at this time are regarded as somewhat 
premature. The total net for Class I 
railroads last May was $60,653,877. 

The report of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul for the second month of 
operation under the receivership shows 
a net operating deficit of $315,108, com- 
pared with net operating income of 
$365,033 last year. In April the report 
showed an income against a deficit in 
April, 1924, but much was spent to Im- 
prove the roadbed and equipment of-the 
road during May.

| DAIRY PRODUCTS INCREASE. 


| America’s Output and Consumption 


in 1924 Set New Records. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (#).—The 
American people are increasing their 





use of dairy products. New records for 
both production and consumption were 
made last year. 

Department of Agriculture statistics 
published today showed the per capita 
consumption of creamery butter in 1924 
was 17% pounds, against 17 pounds the 
year before. The cheese consumption 
was 4.2 pounds, against 3.9, and con- 
densed and evaporated milk 14 pounds, 
against 13%. ; 

Creamery butter production was placed 
at 1,356,000,000 pounds, compared with 
1,252,000,000 pounds in 1923. Cheese 
production was 413,940,000 pounds, 
against 394,697,000; condensed and 
evaporated milk was 
pounds, against 1,774,881,000, and 
cream 285,550,000 gallons, against 294,- 
900,000. 

Milk cows were estimated at 25,319,- 
000, against 24,786,000 in 1923. Good 
weather and pastures aided in the 
creased production.

to Western Quebec. Pressure remains rela- 
tively low over the Canadian maritime Prov- 
inces and the Eastern States and it is low 
and falling west of the Rocky Mountains 
except along the North Pacific Coast. Pres- 
gure remains quite high over the Western 
Atlantic Ocean, except near the coast of 
the United States and Canada, and it is 
relatively high from Saskatchewan and Man- 
itoba southward to Colorado. 

This pressure distribution has been at- 
tended by local showers within the last 
twenty-four hours in the lake region, Minne- 
gota, Manitoba, Wastern North Dakota, 
Bastern Kansas and along the Atlantic and 
East Gulf Coasts. Elsewhere generally fair 
weather has prevailed. The temperature has
